Ever since the latter part of September 
wolves have been plenty in Central Minne- 
‘gota. They were not the ordinary prairie 
‘wolf, a contemptible coward who lives mostly 
‘on carrioti and flies in affright at the sight of 
aman; They were the large gray timber 
‘wolves, long and gaunt of limb, - fierce 
in fight, courageous, and armed with 
dangerous fangs. Ordinarily they live 
in the’ timber of Northern Minnesota 
and are met with in the valley of the Minne- 
‘gota and’ Red Rivers, along the Manitoba and 
Wisconsin borders. There they meet only the 
‘lumberme@ir or outlying farmer, and when 
assemble in droves these give them a 
wide birth, armed as they generally are. 
Driven Into Minnesota. 
But this winter these timber wolves have 
been driven from their old-time haunts. 
‘Forest raged all September through 
their i homes and forced them 
to leave. Some of them were 
‘driven to Manitbba and the timber north of 
‘Lake Superior, but that country is too cold 
in wintet even for wolves, and most of them 
come south.

Loxpok, Nov. 18.—Reliable and oompreben- 
sive information has at last be@h received cov- 
ering the situation in Brazil. For over a week 
all sorts of reports, some ot them widly sen- 
sational, and most of them conflicting, have 
come from South America. In one thing they 
agreed—that there was trouble in Brazil—but 


after that all coherency fled. Now the truth | 
is known, and it shows affairs in the big re- | 


public to be even more critical than the read- 
er of the wildest of the former dispatches had 
imagined. 

There is not only a revolt against Fonseca,

do Sul is at present an independent State and 
will remain so until a general government 
which suits it is formed, Fonseca has really 
no State supporting him but Rio Janeiro, and 
his hold on it is doubtful.

solve the republic, although there has been 
some talk of the latter in case that part of the 
country still acknowledging the domination of 
Fonseca does act join in the revolutionary

Negotiations have been informally opened 
between Uruguay and the provisional govern- 
ernment of Rio Grande do Sul as to future 
union between the two countries. Uruguay 
has given no formal recognition to the provis- 
1onal government, but it is understood that 
the latter has sent a special emissary to dis- 
cuss the subject.

policy of Dr. Barbosa. The movement has been 
chiefly against the Repubiican minority, which 
is headed by Gov. Cavilo, who was tyrannizing 
over Rio Grande. 

The Junta says it works for the restoration of 
ancient liberties, which have been suppressed 
during the last two years, and it demands also 
the deposition of Marshal Fonseca and the or- 
ganization of a national government which shall 
freely consult the nation. The Rio Grande revo- 
ludon is a popular movement to which the troops 
have adhered. The Junta now commands the 
First, Third, and Fourth Regiments of Artillery 
the Second Engineers, the Fourth, Sixth, Twelfth. 
Thirteenth, Eighteenth, Twenty-eighth, Twenty- 
ninth, and Thirtieth Infantry, and the Fourth, 
Fifth, Eleventh, and Twelfth Cavalry. Nothing 
is known exactly about the two remaining regi- 
ments of the State; the Third Infantry is at 
Jaguarao and the Sixth Cavalry at Santa Vic- 
toria. The flotilla in the River Uruguay is com- 
posed of the small monitors Alagoas and Rio 
Grande. The gunboats Tramadahy and Vistal de 
Oriveira are with the insurgents: The gunboat 
Camocin, which was at Porto Alegra, bas adhered 
tothe revolutionary party. The gunboats Marajo 
and Henrique Dias support Dictator Fonseca. 

The Junta Has a Powerfal Forte. 

The national guard and the volunteets to a 
great number have joined the revolution, which 
now commands more than 40,000 men. The com- 
manders, the officers, and the soldiers of artillery 
and infantry belong to the northern and central 
provinces of Brazil, but the cavairy is almost en- 
tirely from the State of Rio Grande. 

The Junta now holds all the ce of Rio 
Grande, and is Organizing its forces resist any 
attack by Fonseca, whom the Junta does not rec- 
ognize. It awaits the action of the other prov- 
inces to sec if there be a general rising against 
Fonseca, and if he be expelled from power Rio 
Grande will. help the revolutionists construct a 
united country. If, however, Brazil is not able to 
free itself Rio Grande will secede or consider the 
possibility of marching against Fonseca in Rio. 

In the first place Rio Grande will secede with 
Santa Catharina to form Uruguay. Santa Catha- 
rina is a dependence of Rio Grande and the latter 
will do all it possibly can to secure its fine harbor. 

The march towards Rio is easier than many 
think. Between Rio Grande and San Paulo the 
road is used by the cattle and mule merchants 
who supply San Paulo and Rio, There are no 
natural obstacles and food for tue troops is guaran- 
teed by the large quantity of cattle existing in the 
region. Ifthe Rio Grande revolutionists march 
towards the north they will soon reach the south- 
ern railways of San Paulo, which means securing 
rail communication with Rio Janeiro. 

Nobody thinks of the possibility of PFonseca's 
forces coming to Rio Grande to quell the rev- 
olution. Fonseca’s soldiers would join the rebeis 
should he do so, while if his troops were sent out 
of Rio the Dictator would be immediately de- 
posed by popular rising. 

Latest advices from Rio Grande do Sul say 
that additional towns in the State have gone 
over to the side of the Junta. Among them 
are Santinoel, San Luis, Farina, and Cruzalta. 
The enlistment of infantry and cavalry among 
the people of Porto Alegre, the Capital of Rio 
Grande do Sul, is actively carried on, Five of 
the government fleet are reported to have 
given their adhesign to the Junta, which has 
adopted as its flag a white and red globe.

The two doctors also testified that evidences of 
the disease were visible in the liver and lungs, 
and that the spores of lumpy-jaw were easily 
discernible under the muscles when the car- 
casses were undera microscope. They claimed 
that lumpy-jaw was not only a highly conta- 
gious but a very dangerous disease owing to 
its insidious nature and the great difficulty of 
detecting it, which was almost impossible ex- 
cept under the micros¢ope. They held that 
the meat of an animal even slightly affected 
was totally unfit for human food.

Decisions Regarding Book Importations. 

By a decision recently rendered by the 
Treasury Department a clause in the Tariff 
bill making books and pamphlets imported 
through the mails liable to seizure 1s made 
less obnoxious. Heretofore all publications 
imported through the mails ofa value of 50 
cents and upwards were liable to confiscation 
until the duties were paid. Under the new 
order no publications shall be seized unless 
they have a foreign value of $2 or aver. This 
ruling, it is thought, will stop the petty seiz- 
ures of imports of single books or pam phlets 
sent to individuals, while it will not exempt 
large dealers. The ruling does not extend to 
lottery matter, which will be subject to the 
same scrutiny as before. 


' Evidence in the Lunde Murder Trial.

To at- 
tempt to discuss the silver question while 
ignoring these plain facts is simply to beat 
arc und the bush, evading alike the real merits 
of the guestion and the threatened consequ- 
ences of a false policy in dealing with it. 


AMERICAN PORK IN GERMANY. 
Last month Mr. Blaine wrote a short letter 
to the editor of an Ohio paper, in which he 
made the following statements: 


Germany, without negotiating a formal treaty, 
has removed the prohibition on pork, and our 
government, in consideration thereof, has left her 
sugar on the free list. This opens to us an entirely 
new market, and $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 of Amer- 
ican pork will be consumed per annum where not 
a pound has been taken for ten years. 


Soon after it appeared the Springfield State 
Register spent over two columns in an effort 
to show that Germany had taken over 81,000,- 
000 pounds of American hog products—pork, 
bacon, and hams—during the last ten years, 
and that the removal of the prohibition alone 
would not furnish this country with a market 
for from fifteen to twenty million dollars’ 
worth of pork. Ordinarily nothing which 
appears in that Springfield paper is worth 
noticing, but as two or three respectable indi- 
viduals have asked Taz Ta mon whether Mr. 
Blaine really was mistake» in what he said, it 
will explain that matter for their benefit. 

In the first piace, if Mr. Blaine had been 
writing an official report on this subject he 
would have used certain qualifying and limit- 
mg clauses which be did not deem necessary 
in a communiwathon to be read by persons 
whom he supposed were familiar with the 
facts of this pork prohibition question. It was 
in 1883 that the order forbidding the importa- 
tion of ali American pork products, except 
lard, went into force. The order of 1880 ap- 
plied only to chopped meat. 

Had Mr. Blaine felt it necessary to be pre- 
cise he would have said that while the reports 
of the Bureau of Commerce show exports of 
small quantities of bacon, hams, and pickled 
p.rk to Germany, those provisions are not 
consumed there, but are re-exported or sold 
as ships’ stores to vessels sailing from Ham- 
burg, Stettin, or other seaports. They do not 
enter Germany. 

It is correct to say that not a pound of 
American pork has been consumed in Ger- 
many since the summer of 1483 except in the 
district of the free port ot Hamburg, unless it 
was pork which had been donrsigned to Ant- 
werp, been worked over there. and then sent 
to Germany as Belgian pork. That business 
may have been carried on on a very small 
scale, 

Writing oa a subject with which his readers 
were familiar, Mr. Blaine did not deem it 
necessary to state that lard was not pork, and 
had never been prohibited by Germany. His 
remarks apply exclusively to bacon, hams, 
and mess pork» 

Next as to the extent of the new market 
opened by the removal of the prohibition on 
pork. Mr. Blaine does not refer merely to 
the prohibitory law of 1883, but to the entire 
unfriendly legislation of the German Govern- 
ment on the pork question. That legislation 
began in 1879, when the duties on American 
pork products were raised to $4.76 per 220 
pounds. That was pretty nearly prohibitory. 
As far back as 1873 the value of the bacon, 
ham, and pork sent to Germany had been 
over five millions a year. The heavy duties 
reduced the quantity of American pork sent 
to Germany, but as a little was still taken the 
prohibitory measures were rounded off by the 
legislation of 1883, when our pork was shut 
out. 

Mr. Blaine is perfectly well aware of the fact 
that the mere repeal of the prohibitory law 
will atnount to little while the excessive duty 
remaias, and he assumed that others knew it. 
So in speaking of the removal of the prohi- 
bition” he refers also to the negotiations not 
yet made public, which have resulted as is 
understood in the agreement of the German 
Government to matgrially lower its present 
prohibitory duty on pork. When it does that 
Germany will take many million dollars’ 
worth of American pork products. 

It is not the intention of the President to 
leave German beet sugar on the free list so 
long as that country prohibits in any manner 
whatever the importation of American pork. 
When the arrangement with that country is 
made public, as it will be soon, it will be seen 
that Mr. Blaine was much better informed 
than his snarlmg critic. 


THE FIRE RISK OF SKY-SCRAPER BUILD- 
INGS. 

The question of the advisability of limiting 
the height of Chicago buildings has been re- 
ferred to the Council committee fot examina- 
tion and report. That body has had before it 
architects, real-estate men, builders, and 
doctors, and has heard many arguments 
against the erection of buildings of more than 
150 or 160 feet in height. The committeemen 
have heard about congested strects, bad 
sanitation, the possibility of the clay bed 
above the quicksands giving way, and the 
dangers arising from a deprivation of air and 
sunlight. 

But the most practical talk they have 
listened to and the one which has furnished 
the strongest and most easily understood 
reason for stopping the construction of “‘ sky- 
scrapers ” was made by that extremely prac- 
tical man, Denis Swenie, the Chief of the 
Fire Department. It is certain that he has no 
ax to grind and no pet theories to push. All 
he is aiming at is the lessening of fire risks. 


His sole desire is to save property and to pro- | 


tect the lives of his men. He made the fol-

The progress 
he has made is due to it largely, but when the 
lust for profit becomes excessive and its grati- 
fication endangers the lives or the property of 
others then it 1s the right and the duty of the 
community to apply thecurb. The disordered 

-and excessive greed of a few men who would 
line the streete ot icago with buildings 
which would be a perpetual menace must be 
checked summarily. 

The Council cannot do better than to listen 
to Chief Swenie’s advice, and make power 
of his fire-extinguishing apparatus the meas- 
ure of the height of buildings. As he cannot 
extinguish a blaze in the upper parts of a eix- 
teen-story edifice, stop their erection. The 
“fireman’s standpoint,’’ that structures should 
not exceed in height one and a half times the 
width of the street, is a sound one for the city 
to adopt. The avaricious lot-owners seeking 
double ground rents may protest and may ap- 
peal to the courts, but the decision of the lat- 
ter will be against them on the grounds of 
public safety and good, The ownership of 


land does not imply the right to injure others 


or endanger human life. 


A LAME EXCUSE. 

Ex-Judge Grinnell’s reason, excuse, apology, 
or whatever it is given for the failure of the 
South Division street-car company to provide 
better accommodations for its patrons is ab- 
surd. It might be described correctly in 
harsher language. The additional loop de- 
manded and which it is proposed to run for a 
block o Michigan avenue—which ought to be 
kept free of cable cars—is not necessary to 
the better accommodation of the people of the 
South Side. The main reason for the addi- 
tional loop is that the West Side cars might 
be “looped ’”’ on State street for the accom- 
modation of the people of the South Side. 
There are abundant switching facilities on 
Wabash avenue near Madison street to supply 
any lack of looping facilities in the morning 
and the evening. The crowding of the cars 
can be also avoided by placing more trailers 
on the State street, Cottage Grove avenue, In- 
diana avenue, and Archer avenue lines. Mr. 
Grinnell’s explauation, as he calls it. is in 
the nature of a threat. The Council may be 
disposed to accept the challenge. There is no 
doubt as to the power of the Council to com- 
pel better accommodation. The exclusive use 
of nearly one-half of the public thoroughfare 
is given ur to a corporation whose stock has 
sextupled in value ina brief time because of 
the privileges which it enjoys. This corpora- 
tion through its counsel refuses to make 
proper provision for the accommodation of 
the public whose street it uses and whose 
nickels it collects ia such quantities that large 
dividends are paid on its many times watered 
stock. Such methcds furnish texts for social- 
istic and anarchistic spouters. If the Alder- 
men are resolute they can remedy the evils 
complained of despite Mr. Grinnell’s ‘“‘it- 
cam t-be-done. The street-car accommoda- 
tions in the South Side now are wretched. 


WHAT I8 GERMANY DOING! 

A New York paper of last Friday stated that 
immense contracts for American supplies are 
now being made under the direct auspices of 
the German Emperor through United States 
officials. It is also intimated that these pur- 
chases are being made in expectation of a 
great conflict the coming spring. The state- 
ment is made so circumstantially that it is 
hard to resist the conclusion there must be 
some foundation for it, and no oné who has 
read carefully the reports from Europe for 


the last few months can deny that the situa- 


tion there appears to be so badly strained as 
to render it more than possible actual hostili- 
ties wil) break out just as soon as the weather 
permits ‘the movement of troops in large 
masses. Of course if war is really expected 
by any of the great powers it is only natural 
they should make preparations therefor by 
accumulating supplies of food and munitions 
of war as well as soldiers. 
The matter is one of great interest to the 
people of the United States. If the news be 
true it means a big demand for agricultural 
produce and the output of many manufact- 
urers, the consequence of which would be a 
holding for better prices than have hitherto 
been obtained by sellers. But for this very 
reason it is to the interest of the buyers to 
keep the thing secret as long as possible and 
to 1mpress that fact upon the minds of those 
who act for them in filling the orders for sup- 
plies. Hence their silence in the matter is 
no proof that an active buying movement 
is not in progress, while at the same 
time this fact favors the spread of unfounded 
rumors, since denial by parties supposed to 
be intrusted with the work would be received 
with a good many grains of allowance. And 
it is well known that there are on both sides 
of the Atlantic a good many disappointed 
“bulls” im produce who bought during the 
autumn excitement at higher prices than can 
now. be realized, These would be directly 
benefited by such a speculative demand as 
would be likely to set in the moment such 
news was believed, and some of their number 
are not too conscientious to shrink from the 
spreading of a false rumor the circulation of 
which promised to help them out of a grave 
financial difficulty. The knowledge of this 
tends to make the public cautious about cred- 
itmg such news in regard to the promise 
of war in Europe. 3 

Probably it would be true to say that the 
German Government is buymg in American 
markets, but that does not prove it is pur- 
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that he would stand the best chance for

A NEW POLITICAL LIGHT. 

The local politics of St. Louis is growing 
interesting by reason pf a new light which 
has arisen in that slow. old town—a new boss, 
whose picture, several degrees removed as a 
type of manly beanty from the Apollo Belve- 
dere, we present elsewhere, The name of the 
new boss is Slupsky. Ostensibly it is nota 
name to conjure with, but Slupsky has made 
himself a power in polities, vi et armis, and 
he has come to the front with phenomenal 
rapidity. His advent is purely physical. All 
his methods are physical. He is the repre- 
sentative of the muscular system in politics. 
For many years he was engaged as professional 
bouncer for a theater -an office which, it is 
needless to say, requires agility, dexterity, and 
the ability to fire out refractory patrons, with- 
out regard to size or strength, at a moment’s 
notice. Slupsky’s services in the direction of 
throwing people out from the lobby into the 
middle of the street, it seems, attracted the at- 
tention of the Silk-Stocking faction of the Re- 
publicans of that city, who are arrayed against 
the Republican masses, led by the redoubtable 
Filley, who has been the boss for many a year. 
As the Silk Stockings are not muscular and 
not famous for acrobatic or athletic feats they 
took up Slupsky and patronized him, only to 
find that they had a steam man whom they 
cannot control. He first attracted the atten- 
tion of the Silk Stockings by the ease with 
which he carried his own ward in their inter- 
ests, it being the only ward which was so 
carried. They at once adopted him, and they 
are delighted though rather apprehensive over 
his methods of discipline, which, it is said, 
consist of knocking out persons who make 
themselves disagreeable. In the past Filley 
has been intrusted with making out the list 
of Presidential delegates, but the Silk Stock- 
ings now propose that Slupsky shall take a 
hand in the job, and thus offer detiance to 
Filley. The latter is at work in the rural 
towns of Missouri conducting what he calls a 
campaign of education; but Slupsky sticks to 
St. Louis. Slupsky is for Harrison, and if 
the Slupsky methods prevail Missouri will 
send Harrison delegates to the convention. 

This is a matter of little consequence, how- 
ever, as Missouri doesn’t count, whatever 
delegates it sends. It is not likely that 
Slupsky can carry Missouri for the Repub- 
licans unless he is strong enough to fire the 
Democratic majority over into Kansas and 
Arkansas or into the Indian Territory by 
chucking them bias.

ALL TALE AND NO DEEDS. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal professed a 
week ago to find encouragement for the Dem- 
ocratic party in the result of the recent elec- 
tions, saying it means a fighting chance next 
year in every State except Vermont, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Nebraska, and Kansas, with a 
possible third party majority in the two last 
named States. It asks, ‘What has done it?’ 
and answers its own question as follows: 

One great idea, around which all other ideas 
are grouped—the idea of just taxation. That 
idea, as iterated and reiterated ten thousand times 
in these columns, declares that the government 
has no equitable or constitutional right to tax 
the people except to get the moneys needed for 
its honest support, and that when these moneys 
have been collected the tax should stop. 

This is the doctrine embraced by the demands 
for a tariff for revenue only.” That doctrine 
established by the law of the land, all other eco- 
nomic reforms must and will come as matters of 
course. Stealing in the form of subsidy will 
cease. Agrarianism, under the mantie of patri- 
otism, will cease. The spoliation of agriculture 
will cease. The intimidation and oppression of 
the operatives and wage-earners will cease. The 
country will be restored to healthy and normal 
conditions. 

A pretty picture, truly, but only a mirage 
such as leads:a traveler in the desert to his 
destruction. Itis a prospect that can never 
be realized. The central point of the position 
is abolition of all duties on goods of European 
manufacture, all competitive articles to be 
let in free, no matter how much such a policy 
might paralyze American industries, lower 
American wages, and reduce the buying abili- 
ty of the great consuming classes in this 
country. According to this article, which is 
treble-leaded and therefore must be accepted 
as intended to expound the editorial policy of 
the paper, it is insisted that this issue of abso- 
utely free trade must be the square and un- 
dodged one at the next Presidential election. 

Yet in the same article the C.- J. admits that 
while the future is full of hope (for the Demo- 
crats) it is also full of dangers, and adds:

It is welcome 1 — York that at 
last a rainstorm hus come in the Croton 
watershed sufficiently copious to give the city 
a respite ot two weeks, though the present limit 
of between 80,000,000 and 90,000,000 gallons, or 
less than one-half the customary daily amount, 
will have to be kept up. The city is by no 
means out of the woods, for at the expiration 
of the two weeks, unless more rain should fall, 
it will be exactly where it was before the 
present storm, So, unless the Commercial 
Advertiser or some other paper stands ready 
to boom itself on the bomb system and can 
discern a storm sufficiently quick to get in its 
work, the metropolis may yet have to experi- 
ence all the horrors of a water famine, 

The most remarkable feature of this rain- 
storm was the adruit manner in which ex- 
editor of the World, Johnny Cockerill, 
scooped his old edlaborers on the World and 
literally stole their thunder. The World had 
arranged with rainmaker Gen. Dyren- 
forth of Washington at a handsome price— 
$10,000—to come inte the Croton watershed 
and bombard the skies with his apparatus; 
but unfortunately, instead of demanding 
service at once and harrying up the sky-shoot- 
ers, it spent its time boasting what it was 
gying to do when Gen. Dyrenforth came, and 
tantalizing the New-Yorkers with promises of 
ample water at an indefinite time. Cockerill 
of the Commercial Advertiser saw his 
opportunity. He engaged the services 
of some other bombmakers, since any one 
can make bombs and throw them. Gen. 
Dyrenforth has no monopoly on them. He 
engaged them subject to instant call. He saw 
the rain-storm coming and hurried them to 
the spot. Just as the clouds were almost 
ready to pour Jown the rain the Commercial 
Advertiser’s first bomb was exploded, and, 
preste, behold the descending rain! As the 
downpour increased, which it has the habit 
of doing, the Commercial Advertiser’s bombs 
increased. They fired them higher and fired 
them faster. As the wet storm reached its 
culmination the Commercial Advertiser’s con- 
tractors sent up fifty rockets, with a corre- 
sponding increase of the downpour... When 
the rain began to subside, however, the bomb- 
throwers slackened, and when it gave signs of 
stopping they stopped. Less than half an inch 
fell into the Croton dam, but it helped some 
to fight the water famine. It was raining at 
the time of the bombardment all over New 
York State, and the storm was tearing 
away docks and buildings all the way from 
Jersey to Cape Cod and doing hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ damage miles away from 
any bomb and rocket exploding. This does 
not reflect upon the enterprise of the Commer- 
cial Advertiser, however. The barometer 
showed the opportunity and it scooped the 
Worid on its own ground.

Free Sugar for France. 

Pants, Nov. 18.—M. De Freycinet, President

Beri, Nov. 18.—A number of the striking 
compositors of Breslau have been sentenced 
to pay various penalties for breach of con- 
tract in stopping work.

TER TRANSPORTATION. 


Many Express. Approval of the Plan to 
Foros the Chicage City Raitway to Im- 
prove Ita Service—Ald. Madden Has an 
Experience in Point—Methods of the Old 
and New Management Contrasted—Cor- 
poration Counsel Miller’s Views—Incor- 
‘poration of a New Company. | 

Ald, Burke's resolu.ions in reference to the 

Chicago City railway company, which were not 

presented in the Council Monday but which 

were published in Tun Tons yesterday, 
were the subject of general comment at the 

City-Hall yesterday. The McAbeée exploit of 

Monday night was altogether forgotten on 

acount of the interest taken in them. All 

the suburban Aldermen of the South Side who 
were on hand expressed themselves favorably 
to the passage of the resolutiors and de- 
nounced the street railway company. Ald. 
Burke himself failed to’ stand by the resolu- 


|. tions which it was said he tried to introduce 


at the last meeting of ‘the Council and it was 
said would introduce at the next. 

The only order I intend to introduce,” he 
said, is one requiring the company to run 
more cars on Thirty-fifth street, and what I 
wanted to introduce at the last meeting was 
not an order but a letter from one of my con- 
stituents petitioning for more cars on that 
line. I don’t intend introducing such an or- 
dinance as was ascribed to me. There is no 
use getting into too much of a fight with the 
street railway people.” 

It is claimed, however, that Ald. Burke 
changed his position in this matter yesterday 
because of the pressure of street railway em- 
ployés, a large number of whom live vote 
in his ward 


ward. 

Ald. Madden, Gorton, and Hepburn, who 
represent S.uth Side wards which have all the 
cross-town lines they want, took the position 
that the Chicago City railway company can’t 
give wy better accommodations to the travel- 
ing public on the main lines until its ! or- 
dinance is passed, because it is running all the 
cars now itcan get around the down-town 
loop. Ald. Madden and Hepburn, however 
maintained that the South Side company could 
do better than it has been doing by putting on 
more “trailers” for the Archer avenue and 
Indiana avenue lines. 

Ald, Madden's Object Lesson. 

Ald. Madden had an object lesson last even- 
ing on the methods of the South Side com- 
pany. He stood at Madison and State streets 
waiting for an Indiana avenue car a little be 
fore 5 o’clock. Three Co Grove cars 
passed him while he waited. No Indiana av- 
enue car was attached. One was coupled to 
the fourth train. When Ald. Madden 
the car at five minutes before 5 o’clock there 
were fifteen passengers standing in it. Be- 
fore it reached Adams street there were twen- 
ty-three persons standing by actual count. 
Ald. Madden was standmg himself. He had 
to stand until he readbed Twenty- 

bis constituents 
on the car, Ald. Vierling’s brother 
among others, chaffed Mr. Madden about his 
interview in an evening paper. He said if he 
was quoted as approving the methods of the 
South Side company the interview was ingor- 
rect. Then he told his experience in waiting 
and said: There ought to be Indiana ave- 
nue trailers for every Cottage Grove train at 
this hour (5 o’clock) and until 7 o’clock. They 
would relieve the crowding on Cottage 
Grove cars. They would furnish accommoda- 
tion for the Indiana avenue people and for all 
passengers who get off below Madison street 
and Twenty-second or Twenty-fourth streets. 
In*this respect certainly the accommodations 
ought to be improved.“ Ald. Madden’s ex- 
planation was accepted as satisfactory. 

The suburban Aldermen all asserted that 
Mr. Grinnell’s excuse about the crowding of 
the loop was a subterfuge. They held that the 
street railway company could easily run more 
cars on the loop by attaching more trailers to 
their trains, and that if the loop were crowded 
to its utmost capacity that would not hinder 
the company from building more cross-town 
lines and running more cross-town cars. They 
found a strong argument in support of their 
position in the records of the City Collector's 
office. Chicago City railway compa-

„200 in taxes on 388 cars, just ten less than 
those in use this fall, according to the com- 
pany’s own statement. 


Ald. Noble’s Sentiments.

MONEY NEEDtD TO RULE NEW YORK. 


Gow Much It Costs Candidates to Win 
* Their Offices. 

Arpany, N. I., Nov. 18,—[Special.}—The 
time for fling the sworn statements of er- 
penses of candidates at the last election ex- 
pired Saturday. This law was enacted in 
1890, and last year ite provisions were pretty 
strictly adhered to, but, like all statutes that 
are enacted to prevent corruption at elections. 
it has already fallen into ridicule by the 
greater part pf the voting community. 

The law provides that each candidate before 
the people at any municipal, town, or general 
election shall file a verified statement of all 
expenses of his canvass within 
ten days after election. Those of the candi- 
dates who ran for office not greater than a 
county are filed with the County Clerks; all 
others with the Secretary of State, 

Therefore the certificates which found their 
way to the Secretary of State’s office included 
those candidates for State Judges of 
of the Supreme Court, those w ran in 
vacant Congressional districts, Senatorial 
candidates in nineteen districts, and one 
member of Assembly. The latter was in lit- 
tle Fulton and Hamilton Counties, which to- 
gether make one Assembly district. There is 
a penalty attached to the failure to compl 
with the law, so that all the candidates 
filled their obligations within the time speci- 


fied. 

Roswell P. Flower, the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, makes return that his ex- 
penses for the campaign were $5,000. This is 
sworn to as absolutely correct. It is an open 
secret that when Mr. Flower was nominated 
he gave $100,000 into the pool, and this paltry 
sum was spurned and he had to more than 
double it.

George Edward Curtis Says Dyrenforth’s

George Edward Curtis, scientific assistant 
in the Smithsonian Institution at Washmgton, 
had something to say about the Dyrenforth 
finmaking proceedings in Texas. 

Mr. Curtis was sent to Texas by Dr. Fernow 
of the Smithsonian Iustitution, and he staid 
on the ranch where the experiments were 
conducted for nearly three weeks. He says 
that during that time just two one-hundredths 
of an inch of water fell, notwithstanding the 
extraordinary reports telegraphed broadcast

periments on the Texas ranch fewer balloons 
were exploded than in one afternoon in the 
preliminary trials in Washington. The cause 
for that failure was that the furnaces used to 
generate the gas gave out, the wind thrashed 
the balloons so as to prevent their filling, and 
the amount of apparatus was inadequate.

T. B. BRYAN TO GO ABROAD. 


The First Member of the Foreign Commis- 
: sion Appointed.

Surprise That He Should Dare Lecture the 
Chamber of Commerce—Their Scheme 
Would Bring About Free Coinage— 
Charlies Turner of New York for Door- 
keeper of the House—Daties Wanted on 
Cotton — Temporary Reciprocity with

Wasutnaron, D. C., Nov. 18.—|Special.]— 
Secretary Foster's silver speech in New York 
is the talk of Washington today. It would be 
presumptuous for any Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to lecture a body like the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Yet ite action not long ago 
in deciding to send a committee, headed by 
ex-Mayor Hewitt, Banker Coe, and Carl 
Schurz, to ask the repeal of the Sherman act 
of 1890 has given moderate silver men more 
worry than ali the free-coinage threats 
that have come from extremists like 
Bland and the Farmers’ Alliance lead- 
ers. The Sherman act was a compromise, 
but it kept the country from plunging down- 
ward. The law has in the main worked well. 
To take it off the statute book would mean 
unlimited coinage. The free silver people 
will gladly help the New-Yorkers repeal it. 
Then they will go straight for unlimited coin- 
age, and with no middle ground to stand on 
many conservative members will have to go 
with them. These probabilities were dis- 
cussed and the inexpediency of the proposed 
action was laid before the Chamber of Com- 
merce, yet it was bound to have its views 
forced on Congress, and the committee was 
appointed. It ia said that the sentiment last 
night was more hostile to silver than at any 
time since the passage of the Bland-Allison 


act. 

Secretary Foster knew what this feeling was 
before he accepted the invitation, but he 
thought he might do some good by hinting to 
the men of Gotham that their failure as 
prophets in past years should cause them to 
be less forward in predic what would hap- 
pen if silver were not again outlawed. What 
the Secretary of the Treasury said is appre- 
ciated by the Western Congressmen who have 
supported conservative financial legislation.

WANT DUTIES LEVIED ON COIrTON, 


Judge Lawrence Favors a Combination of 
Wool and Cotton Growers. 
Wasutnerox, D. C., Nov. 18.—[Special. ]— 
Greeting from the wool growers of Ohio to 
the cotton planters of the South is a harmless 


hitch in the Democratic tariff program. 
When Representative Elliott of South Caro- 


| lina was here not long ago he declared he was 


in favor of tariff reform and of a protective 
duty on cotton. He said he would probably 
introduce a bill for that purpose, and ex- 
plained how the “long” cotton of South 
Carolina, Georgia, and Florida suffered by 
competition of the Egyptian and other for- 
eign cotton which the New England manu- 
facturers imported withomt payment of duty. 
The Democratic leaders affected to think that 
Elliott was joking, but they were wrong. He 
is said to have the promise of support from 
several of his Southern colleagues, including 
Farmers’ Alliance members. The combina- 
tion won’t succeed in getting cotton dutiable, 
but they will show that the tariff has become 
a local issue in the State which wanted to 
nullify the Constitution because it was cun- 
strued to authorize protective duties. Judge 
Lawrence of Ohio says ina letter to a Charles- 
ton newspaper: 

The woolerowers of the Northern States are 
ready to codperate with the cotton-growers of the 
South in securing the passage of such protective 
laws as will exclude from American markets all 
foreign cotton. Legislation that will exclude all 
foreign cotton and wool does not necessarily in- 
vite those who oppose the general policy of pro- 
tection to abandon their views. For myself, 7 fa- 
vor the general policy. but those who differ with 
me as to this may very properly demand that. 
while the general policy of protection shall be 
continued, the growers of cotton and wool shall 
share its benefits to the full extent accorded to 
any protected industry. The true policy seems to 
me to be for wool-growers and cotton-growers to 
make common cause and unite their energies in 
favor of protecting their common industries. The 
South is deeply interested in the wool industry 
and in the production of mutton. 


RECIPROCITY TREATY WITH MEXICO. 


Conclusion of the Temporary Arrangement 
— Hopes of a Better Thing. 

Wasutnetor, D. C., Nov. 18.—[Special. ]— 
Mexico’s temporary reciprocity arrangement 
is concluded except as regards a few details. 
Minister Ryan will take back with him a draft 
of it and also an outline of the complete reci- 
procity treaty which Secretary Blaine hopes 
to negotiate, It is understood that after Jan. 
1, 1892, the high duties on iive stock and other 
products of the United States will be 
lowered. Under the reciprocity section of the 
McKinley bill neither country can make con- 
cessions of importance. But Mexico will 
have the assurance of a free market for her 
coffee, hides, and sugar, and will take live 
stock from the United States at a duty which 
will not be burdengome to the Western farm- 
ers. ;
